Always  plant  Peonies  in  the  fall,  for  the  roots  are  then  in  prime  condition.  While  they  grow  well  in  any  good  garden  soil,  they 
will  amply  repay  any  time  spent  in  manuring  the  surface.  Care  should  be  taken  to  keep  the  manure  a  few  inches  away  from  the 
crowns  of' the  plants,  except  the  first  winter,  when  a  coarse  mulch  an  inch  or  more  deep  may  be  placed  directly  over  the  plants  to 
prevent  the  frost  from  heaving  them.  It  is  not  necessary  to  fertilize  rich  soil.  In  poor  soil,  the  manure  should  be  kept  10  inches 
from  the  surface,  and  well  mixed  with  the  subsoil;  after  planting,  apply  manure  to  surface,  as  previously  advised.  Never  allow 
manure  to  come  in  contact  with  the  roots  as  it  rots  them.  Set  roots  2  feet  or  more  apart  and  cover  top  eyes  not  more  than  2  to 
3  inches;  deep  planting  often  results  in  blind  growth.

Contrarj"  to  general  belief,  experiments  have  proved  conclusively  that  Roses  planted  in  late  autumn  will  pro¬ 
duce  the  best  results.  The  success  of  the  Rose  in  this  countn,*  is  largely  a  question  of  the  selection  of  adaptable 
varieties  and  the  preservation  of  a  good,  healthy  root  system.  It  is,  therefore,  apparent  that  plants  freshly  dug 
and  transplanted  in  late  fall  should  have  an  advantage  over  those  dug  in  fall,  stored  over  winter  in  sheds,  and 
disturbed  a  second  time  when  shipped  in  spring,  for  everj-  time  a  plant  is  lifted,  no  matter  how  carefully  done, 
the  root  system  is  disturbed,  necessan,’  fibrous  roots  are  lost,  and  the  vitalitj'  of  the  plant  is  lessened. 

In  planting  Roses,  the  graft  or  bud  should  be  2  inches  below  the  soil.  Before  the  ground  freezes,  draw  the  soil 
against  the  plant,  the  same  as  you  would  hill  up  potatoes,  and  cover  with  leaves  or  salt-hay.  The  chances  of 
losses  from  fall  planting  will  be  less  than  from  spring  planting.  We  ship  from  October  10  until  ground  freezes. 
October  planting  is  preferred,  as  the  bushes  have  a  chance  to  become 
established  before  winter  sets  in.
